THE CONGRESS AND ENGLAND'S PART IN IT. 
Tue invitations to the Powers of Europe have been at length 
issued, and that addressed to England received, to meet in 
general Congress on the affairs of Europe with special refere 
ence to the condition of Italy. There is a good deal of mis- 
conception as to the “dangers” of a Congress. We can 
understand the objections of such men as Mr Roebuck, who 
think that England ought to keep herself insulated, and 
meddle with no policy which should, in consistency, after- 
wards require her to make practical sacrifices on behalf of 
her principles if occasion should arise. But we do not under- 
stand the objection which is founded on the supposed danger 
that England may be in some way obliged to acquiesce in a 
| policy not her own, This is simply a misconception,—a 
‘danger which does not exist. We have heard it said that a 
Congress has some legislative power in Europe as distin- 
guished from a Conference ; that the decrees of the one are 
binding on the defeated minority, and also binding upon 
Europe in all the matters on which it decides, while the 
latter is only a deliberative assembly. The distinction is, 
we believe, entirely an erroneous one. The only distinetion 
of which we have ever heard between a Congress and a 
Conference is, that the one is usually composed of special] 
plenipotentiaries delegated by the various Powers,—the latter 
usually of the ordinary ambassadors of those Powers. 
Neither Congress nor Conference has any executive power 
at all, except by virtue of any special provisions in any 
treaty which may result from, the Congress or Con- 
ference. Neither Congress nor Conference really represents 
Europe in the sense in which the House of Commons repre- 
sents England. The only instrumentality by which even 
the Congress of Vienna bound Europe, was the treaty uf 
Paris which resulted from that Congress. The Powers of 
Europe then leagued themselves together for a certain 
end, and though at a later time infractions of that 
treaty were permitted without anything more than a verbal 
protest on the part) of| the other Powers, the real force of 
the decisions. taken -by, the Congress of Vienna lay in this, 
that all Europe knew that, the Powers thus leagued together 
would interfere forcibly to maintain at least those leading 
provisions by which it was imagined that the ambition of 
France had been curbed. Had England retired from the 
Congress of Vienna as she afterwards retired from the Con- 
gress of Verona without signing any treaty, she would not 
only not have been pledged to the decisions of the Congress, 
but would have been at perfect. liberty to take any part she 
pleased in resisting the execution of the measures actually 
agreed upon. And so it will be in the present case. If our 
Foreign Office does its duty, England will only become a 
party to any treaty if she, fully approves it. And if she do 
not becomea party to any treaty,—be it because no treaty 
at all results from the Congress, or because the treaty 
upon is one which she disapproves, —she will be at 
perfect liberty to take her own course afterwards, even to 
resisting the execution of that treaty, if that were needful. 

It has been suggested by the 7imes that the Premier him- 
self should be the English plenipotentiary at Paris. We 
think the proposal not a very desirable one, and still less 
likely to be carried out. It is not likely that just about the 
time of the meeting of Parliament the Prime Minister could 
well be spared by the English Cabinet, unless the end to be 
attained were one of first-rate magnitude. Parlianent is 
summoned for the 24th January, and the Congress will not 
be really at work before the end of the first week in January 
at earliest. Very powerful, indeed, must be the motive 
which could render the Premier williug to leave his Cabinet 
at such a moment. But we donot believe that even ata less 
inconvenient time it would be in any way desirable that 
England should be represented by any minister who would be 
elevated above the authority of the Foreign Office, and feel 
independent for the time of the Executive Government at

The popular conviction, as expressed jn 
the discussions of the House of Commons, will influence the |}. 
Home Government, and prevent it from being warped by any |b 
mistaken wish to conciliate; and if the authority exercised |}. 
by the Home Government over the English plenipotentiary |} 
is as real and efficient as that exercised by the nation over 
the Government, we have no reason to fear any concessions to |} 
foreign Powers of which we should disapprove. But if our |f 
Minister at Paris felt himself raised above the authority of || 
the Government at home, one most important link in thig |} 
chain would be wanting; and. we should feel no confidence. 
that our plenipotentiary might not commit the same kind of 
error of which Lord John Russell was guilty at Vienna after 
the Russian war. We should prefer, therefore, to see some 
one despatched to represent us at Paris who would be strictly 
under the authority of the Government at home. 


Lastly, what may we hope from this Congress? We may 
hope that, like all Congresses, there will be a great adv. 
on the side of that party which advocates the least posite 
change or aetive exertion of any kind. But this is exactly, 
the policy of England. Austria must advocate the use of a 
vast deal of force to restore any approximation to the old 
régime. Even France, if she is consistent, must advocate 
the use of some force to prevent the annexation to Piedmont 
on which Central Italy is bent. But England says, ‘ Let 
‘ the Italians alone, and. let. them choose their own Governe 
‘inent, and if that Government: be Piedmont, let Piedmont 
‘ accept that charge.’ And, therefore, as we may reasonably 
hope, England has the vantage-ground,—enormous in a Cone 
gress,—of taking her stand on a negative policy, and on for- 
bidding any interference with the nataral and legitimate 
stream of events. Therefore we may reasonably hope for 
some success, 
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THE MEETING OF THE SHIPOWNERS. 
Tue shipowners have during this week again called the atten¢ 
tion of the public to the depressed state of their business, 
They have held a large meeting in London, and have resolved 
to petition Parliament to inquire during the next. session, 
into the cause of their present sufferings. Under these cir- 
cumstances, it is proper that’ we should again remind our, 
readers of the real facts of the case. 


In the first place, we have no doubt that the distress of} 
the shipping interest is very great. We need not cite the 
evidence of the recent meetings on the subject to prove this, 
although it would go some way. to prove it, Mercantile. mem: 
do not travel many miles and make long speeches about their 
business when that business is in @, prosperous. state. They 
may be, and often are, wrong as to the.remedy they desire; 
but they are generally correet as to the fact that they suffer.) 
But in this case the shipowners can appeal to the. clearest 
evidence to establish the faet of their distress. The profit of 
the shipowner depends on the rates of freight which he can;|} 
from time to time obtain for his vessel, and these are now.||) 
very much less than they used to be. We may satisfy our-|/ 
selves by comparing the most important of them. The profit |} 
of the shipowner in a country cireumstanced as England now 
is, depends mainly on the homeward trade. England, as we 
know, is a very large importer of raw. material and a very 
large exporter of manufactured articles. As the raw material 
is by very much the more heayy and bulky of the two, the 
quantity to be carried to England is always greater than that 
which is to be carried from it; and it ie natural, therefore, as ||, 
well as usual, that the profit, of the shipowner should be de 
rived from the former in a greater degree than from the 
latter. The homeward rates of freight are, however, at the 
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present moment much depressed. The rates from Bombay 
to London are now about 17s 6d per ton, and they were

As to the first, there are some peculiarities of the shipping 
trade which will, we fear, always make it liable to depressions, 
_—we hope not so severe’ as that: which it is now suffering, 
‘pat still severe. In’ the first place, it is the nature of the 
trade that a small exeess in the supply is certain to diminish 
yery much the profit of the shipowner, and is very likely to 
cause him some loss. With other branches of trade this is 
often’ not so. In the) ease of very: many articles a small 
excess of supply. is very easily carried off. If it is known 
thata small diminution in price will cause a considerable 
addition to the demand for an article, the dealers in it can, 

submitting to that small: diminution, get rid with facility 

jany excess in stock. But such is not the case with 
the: shipping trade. The rate» of freight at any port 
depends on the numberof ships there at the moment, 
aid upon the commodities which are waiting to be conveyed 
from'thence. If more ships come into port than there is 
produce for, their competition’ will reduce the rate of freight 
very much. A diminution in»the rate of freight has only a 
very slight tendency to augment the demand for ships. The 
quantity of commodities to'be exported is, indeed, to some 
extent increased by it; merchants are in some degree induced 
by it to ship on their own account ; and at many ports there 
are orders to purchase goods for England at a given limit, 
—that is when the “cost, freight, and insurance” together 
amount only to a certain sum, and any fall in freights will 
facilitate the execution of these, orders, Still, exportations 
from. a port are.not to a very great extent augmented by 
these causes, and, in consequence, an arrival of vessels at a 
port is nearly always found to lower freights there very 
considerably. 

Such are the unfavourable effeets upon the shipowner’s 
profits of a. slight.exceas in the supply of ships; and the worst 
of his trade is, that it is rather more likely thau most others 
to have anexcessive supply. It may happen to be so without 
theshipowner being much ‘to blame.’ The supply of ships, 
though it affects bis income; ‘does not altogether depend upon 
hisdiscretion. The shipbuilder is the person who regulates 
the tate at which ships shall be produced. It is his expecta- 
tion of profit, and’ not the» shipowner’s, that regulates the 
tumber that shall: annually’ be brought to market. No 
doabt in a long course: of years: more ships will not be pro- 
diteed than can be used profitably. If the shipowner’s profits 
ate reduced,’ the price «of ships will fall, and the number will 
be diminished. But at themoment, and for short periods, it 
iéeby the calculaffons: of the builder that. the number of 
‘ships that are built is regalated, and the effect of this is im- 
‘portant. If there is a sudden rise of freights from tem- 
Porary causes, there will be a sudden rise in the price of ships, 
aid'the building willbe stimulated. The builder will get a 

price, and willbe right: in building more. But when 
temporary causes which have raised the rate of freight 
forthe moment have ceased’ to operate, the shipowner will 
suffer, because the supply has been augmented to meet a 
temporary demand, and’ that demand has passed away. It 
may be said that shipowners: should not give high prices for 
ota there has’ been an extraordinary rise in freights 
ships are in consequence'very dear; but it is too much to 
expect that the prospect of: immediate profit will not produce 
avery great ‘effect in business: Extremely few persons will 
forego large present gains from a steady confidence in long- 
ee calculations.

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The, shipowners are at this moment suffering from the 
effect of these causes, Soon after the discovery of the gold- 
fields in Australia.and California, and owing to the immense 
increase in the number of emigrants which took place 
in consequence, the rate of freight—especially of passenger 
freight—became very high, and the price of ships—especially 
of those fit for the emigration trade—rose exceedingly. In 
consequence, the ‘ship-building trade, not ovly here but in 
America ‘also, and to some extent throughout the world, was 
greatly stimulated; and the numbef of ships annually pro- 
duced was unusually great. We have before referred to the 
figures which prove this, but we may quote them again :—

The effect of this increase in the supply of ships, and also 
of that which has taken place.in America and elsewhere, 
would have been earlier felt by our shipowners if it had not 
been for the war in the Crimea. This;created an unusual 
demand for ships, and kept up the rate of freight. 


These figures show the utter absurdity of the Protectionist 
speculations which still haunt the shipowners, and which we 
suppose will haunt them as long as their trade is an unprofit- 
able one. They maintain that, for public reasons, it is ad- 
visable to maintain our’ mercantile navy, and that we shall 
not have a good supply of seamen for the Queen’s Navy if 
we allow it to decline. But the misfortune of the shipowners 
is that it does not decline. On the contrary, it increases too 
fast for them. It cannot be plausibly alleged, it cannot be 
decently argued, that we are on national grounds bound to 
take measures to prevent the decline of an interest which 
suffers from too rapid a development. We may wait at any 
rate till the supply of ships begins to fall off, and then freights 
will be higher, the profits of the shipowners will be good, 
and we shall hear nothing about Protection. 


As to the measures whizh can be taken to remedy the 
distresses of shipowners, and the inquiry which they propose, 
the great remedy is time, When the supply of ships 
is diminished, shipowning will be profitable, and not 
tillthen. It is true, as Mr Lindsay, who is an honourable 
exception to the general narrow-mindedness of prominent 
shipowners, remarked at the recent meeting, that the 
shipping interest is subject to some minor burdens. I¢ 
would haye a claim, if the, Chancellor of the Exchequer 
should have the funds at his disposal, for the total repeal of 
the duties on marine insurance. It is true that, in theory, 
the shipowner would be able to throw this burden on the 
merchant; but, though in the case of large and conspicuous 
taxes such may be the case, it can hardly be practically 
effected in the case of small charges, and all such petty 
laws are in consequence very objectionable. The passing 
tolls and other similar payments are also paid by the ship- 
owner, and he ought not to pay them. The law of general 
average, and the practice of underwriters as to particular 
average, are likewise, as we have lately shown, very injurious 
to. shipowners ; and other matters of detail from which they 
suffer might be enumerated. If a Parliamentary inquiry 
were asked for, or were wanted, which should relate to these 
minor grievances, there might be ground for conceding it; but 
the inquiry now asked for is, if we may trust the speeches 
delivered at the late meeting, to refer principally to the ex- 
pediency of reviving the old laws which gave Protection to 
British shipping, and we see no possible advantage to be 
derived from investigating this, The public have long had 
before them all possible information, and they have made up 
their minds upon the subject. 


Although we are not of opinion that the speeches delivered } 
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at shipowners’ meetings are wise, or that the opinions 
they indicate are very just, van kieteethilons think that the 
body at large show in the best way at the present moment 
that they are engitled to great respect. During a great and 
now continued depression, there are very few su or 
rumours of suspensionsamong them. This must be mainly 
because they are a prudent and wealthy body, who have hus- 
banded the profits of good years to supply the deficiencies of 
bad ones, 





MR JOHN STUART MILL AND MR ROEBUCK ON 
NON-INTERVENTION. 

Ir is strange that the poorest speaker who happens to be in 
Parliament, and to have used some opportunity of repeating 
to his constituents the common-places he has absorbed from 
the newspapers, or from the political gossip of the day, 
should have a kind of prior prescriptive claim to have his 
remarks considered and discussed by the English Press, in 
preference to the best thoughts of our best thinkers, at least 
when the latter happen to come from men who are not, tech- 
nieally speaking, in public life, and happen not to be delivered 
by word of mouth to any English meeting. There are few 
equally competent politieal thinkers in England who know 
so much of the real impression which English political move- 
ments make on the minds of the great continental nations as 
Mr John Stuart Mill; and we are, therefore, extremely glad 
to avail ourselves of his high authority for enforcing political 
truths which this journal has consistently maintained at times 
when it has received but little help from the other influen- 
tial organs of English opinion. 

In a paper just published on the political doctrine of non- 
intervention,* Mr John Stuart Mill diseusses with very great 
ability the true limits of the principle, and the reasons why 
England, in professing her adherence to it, has got credit on 
the Continent for the most valgar and selfish motives, instead 
of for those which really actuate tle English nation, and 
which are, in fact, as he truly maintains, too good and too 
pure for acceptance in any great European State, England 
excepted. Webelieve that heis right in answering the latter 
inquiry by two quite distinct sets of reasons,—the incautious 
language of our statesmen and public men, even when they 
do take the highest line of action, in always putting forward 
the lower and selfish side of English policy,—and their want 
of practical courage in great crises, whena purely disinterested 
sacrifice on the part of England for the benefit of other 
nations would be supported and enthusiastically approved by 
the whole English nation. Mr Mill instances as an example 
of the former causes for the false construction universally 
put on the English national policy abroad, the language of 
which we have heard so much lately, that we do not interfere 
in the war because ‘‘no English interest is involved,”—a 
phrase which would naturally suggest that we should 
not scruple to interfere at once, not only in self-defence, 
but to take part in an aggressive policy, if English 
interests could be thereby promoted,—whereas, as Mr 
Mill truly observes, there is no one national policy so 
certainly impossible, so utterly inconsistent with the 
political temper and morality of the English people, as 
a policy of aggression entered on with the merely selfish view 
of promoting any one English interest, however powerful. 
To say that we do not interfere because “no English in- 
terest.is involved,” is to assign a reason which gives to all 
continental nations a thoroughly false impression. We dislike 
interference as a policy, no doubt; but we dislike and abhor 
it far more if adopted for the sake of English aggrandise- 
ment than for a disinterested motive. It is not impossible 
that we might, a8 a nation, recognise interference in certain 
cases, for dasinterested reasons, as a nationalduty. It is quite 
certain we should, as a nation, repudiate with vehemence 
and disgust any interference for the purpose only of selfish 
national aggrandisement. 

Mr Mill points out that the only case in which England 
has, as it is generally supposed, in recent times, ventured to 
interfere for a purely selfish purpose other than that of self- 
defence, is in the case of the opposition usually attributed 
to our Government, to the scheme of the Suez Canal. If it 
is true—which is not we think proved,—that any such 
political opposition has been offered. by England, we do not 
wonder that it has tarnished our reputation abroad, and

We 
avow this belief, and urge it as a reason,—for what?—for 
refusing our national sanction to the intrusion of a foreign 
Government like that of Russia between Hungary and ‘her 
rulers,—or that of Austria in the counsels of Italy,—and so 
far we are consistent. But is there_no further duty abso. 
lutely imposed upon us by this national faith? If we hold 
that all foreign intervention to bolster up an unpopular and 
despotic form of government is an iniquity,—is it not a clear 
duty, at any time when the influence and power of England 
may seem adequate to secure success, to pledge our direct 
aid in interdicting such intervention? This is the ground 
we have always taken, and taken most strongly when, as 
recently, the most popular organs of English opinion have 
been crying out that England could not do better than k 
clear of all complications that might involve her in a pain 
sacrifice, We hold that this is mere cowardly shri 
from national duty. As Mr Mill puts this matter with his 
usual point and felicity :—‘ The doctrine of non-interven- 
“tion, to be a legitimate principle of morality, must be 
“* accepted by all Governments. The despots must consent to 
“be bound by it as well as the free States. Unless they 
“do, the profession of it by free countries comes but to this 
“ miserable issue,—that the wrong side may help the wrong, but 
“ the right may not help the right.” 

This principle affords an easy criterion of the worth of 
the doctrines put forward this week in Mr Roebuck’s speech 


are never likely to see Mr Mill’s masterly and noble paper. 
“ England, if she goes to this Congress,” says Mr Roebuck, 
“ ought to go with this declaration on her lips—* We shall 
‘ ¢ be ready to fight for the principles we intend there to put 
“* forth.’ If we are not prepared for that—and I, think: 
“we are not—then we have no business there.” We agree 
with this principle, but not with Mr Roebuck’s opinions and 
inference. We do not believe, as a matter of fact, that any war 
will be the result of such alineof policy. We hold that much 
war willbe prevented by it. We believe that almost all Europe’ 
will be on our side in declaring against any meddling 
with the will of the Italian States. We are convinced. that 
France will not choose to thwart—at all events, by the use 
of any forcible means—the annexation to Piedmont. We 
believe that Prussia and Russia will acquiesce in it. Austria, 
if alone, cannot prevent it. And, on the whole, we hold that 
many years of revolution and war may be averted by the 
triumph of the English view of the Italifh question, But 
all this depends entirely on the attitude and tone of the 
English diplomacy. If we enter the Congress as weak 
remonstrants, pre to hold up a hand for Italy in 
council, but not to put it forth on behalf of Italy in case 
ive measures are attempted, we shall 

nothing for [taly, and take an attitude utterly unworthy of 
England. It ought to be understood—we agree here with 
Mr Roebuck—that we are prepared to sustain, by practical

) THE ONLY EFFICIENT CHECK ON BRIBERY. 
‘Tux Bill proposed by Mr Edwin James to prevent bribery, 
which. has recently been widely circulated, is worse than 
iuseless.. It would go far to lower the morality of the House 
lof Commons, and‘ to render, it generally accessible only to 
) men. who would not hesitate to swallow a solemn declaration 
with pretty good reason to believe it false. We have seen only 
last week how calmly Sir R. W. Carden paid an election bill of 
40007, on the untenable hypothesis—which he was careful not 
ti break down by any scrutiny into his agent’s accounts— 
} tat only 6007 or 7002 had been paid for the expense of the 
} élection, and the enormous balance incurred in defending 
himself against the’ petition. This is exactly the course 
Which very many members of Parliament would take, as a 
matter of course, if Mr James's Bill ever passed into a law. 
They would take care never to have before their minds facts 
which might make it palpably false to declare that neither 
they themselves, nor any agent of theirs, had expended sums 
of money to procure votes on their behalf,—and then they 
would’ suppress the strongest surmises to the contrary as 
best they could. We may note, by the way, that Mr James 
does not include any clause against securing considerable 
mumbers. of so-called “committee rooms,” which is, we be-

e Marylebone. Nor do we wish that he should do so.

the least touching the evil to which it addresses itself. No 
doubt it is through the canvass that the corrupt element comes 
in. Butwhatisacanvass? Howcan canvassing be defined with- 
out either giving a definition so broad that to make it penal 
would be simply impossible; bceause it would include the most 
natural and legitimate expressionsof political sympathy, orelse 
a definition so limited that even the smallest ingenuity would 
be sufficient to evade it? Indeed the proposal to create an 
artificial crime of every act of canvassing seems £0 obviously 
absurd and impracticable, that we may pass it by at once. 
For the rest, the pamphlet is full of useful suggestions, and 
to the principal point urged by the “ Defeated Candidate” 
we will now refer, 

It seems to us incontestable that the uncertainty as to 
the detection of bribery is caused, first, by the great, difficulty 
which exists in the way of any investigation taking place at all, 
and next, by the particular nature of the tribunal before which 
all such revelations are made. In the majority of the cases of 
corruption, both political parties being equally guilty, the 
chaaces are considerable that no appeal will be made. at all 
to the House of Commons. And in many more, the very 
great expense of the process deters the defeated party from 
the attempt. And even when the inquiry does take place, 
the motives which determine it are wholly political, and 
the results are contemplated only in their political aspects. 
Moreover, it is conducted before professed politicians, instead 
of men: accustomed to sift evidence as the task of their lives, 
—and thus not only is there danger of bias, but.there is none 
of that judicial experience to guide the inquiry which so 
much conduces to the efficiency of our ordinary courts. 

It is proposed, then, by the authorof the pamphlet of which 
we have spoken, to substitute, for this cumbrous, expensive, 
and inefficient process, the machinery of regular Electoral 
Courts,—to allow no candidate whatever: to take his seat 
until his return is countersigned by the Electoral Judge of 
the district,—and to make it the duty of the Court to try all 
charges touching undue influence used in the election, 
whether as bearing on the resulé of the. election, 
or in relation to the guilt of individuals. On the 
oath. of any eleetor or other respectable resident, to 
the effect that there is sufficient reason to believe that 
any specified person has been unduly influenced, whether 
by bribery or intimidation, this Court would have the power 
of a Royal Commission to summon before it all necessary 
witnesses, and to try the charge. It would be in its province 
to annul any election in which the agency of the member 
could be proved in such practices,—and: to punish: by fine 
or imprisonment, as well as by individual disfranchisement, 
any person guilty of corruption. These-Electoral Courts, it 
is suggested, should have a revising barrister for the Judge. 
The Electoral Judge’s duties would of course be only numerous 
after an election, and his services might, therefore, be 
remunerated by a fee, contributed in equal proportions by all 
the candidates. 

It appears to us that this is the proper kind of remedy for 
the existing evils. Dowhat we may; where there are persons 
eager to bribe, and persons eager to be bribed, it is impos- 
sible to prevent the offence altogether. All that can be done 
is, what we do in the case of ordinary offences, to'increase the 
chance of detection, and’ to’ make punishment’ certain: when 
the evidence is complete. This will do, asin other branches 
of law it has already done, much to diminish’ the frequency 
of the offence. Now, a man who gives a bribe knows that 
it is no one’s duty to punish him: individually, and that the 
only chanee of detection at all arises from: the possible wealth 
and pertinacity of his political opponents. But once establish 
a Court charged with the duty of sifting every election when 
any accusation of corruption is brought at all, and:of punish- 
ing by fine or even imprisonment whem necessary, and by 
permanent individual disfranchisement, those who are guilty 
of it, and the danger of detection will be greatly enhanced, 
as well as the stigma of a condemnation increased. The 
purelyg political nature of the. present. tribunal deprives all 
its proceedings of the dignity as» well’ as of the im- 
partiality of a judicial act. The thing is regarded as a 
kind. of party-contest revealing ludicrous party-tricks rather 
than immoralities and crimes. And we are persuaded this 
mischievous aspect of the inquiry will not be done away with

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FARMERS AND GAME: PRESERVING. 


WHEN a farmer takes a furm for the purpose of cultivation, and 
submits to the reservation of the game, he has’ conceded aright to 
stock the Jand with, wild animals, which must be maintained upon 
his crops, and over which he has not’ the slightest control: Prac- 
tically, such.a.restrvation may be merely nomical, for the land- 
| lord by, whom it is made may not himself exercise’ his: right, 
nor let it to another person. That, however; is'a mere accident, 
and, as a.rule, the right to game reserved by the proprietors 
of large estates is exercised either by themselves, ur by per- 
sons io. whom they give or let their game rights. “But, on 
the other hand, these game rigtits reserved to' the landlords 
may be to exercised as to render any expectation of firming the 
land with profit, and all notions of carrying on’ the' business of 
husbandry with comfort or satisfaction, vain things; ‘Although’ it 
seldom, happens that a right to game reserved is so little exercised 
by the landlord tbat the farmer sutfers no inconvenience from it, 
the cases are very numerous in which the right is temperately, or 
at least not very severely, exercised. 

It is not alwaysthat.afarmer, when asked to look at a farm which 
a nobleman washed him to take, as, happened a few years since in 
Hertfordshire, would.at,once find it necessary to decline the farn 
with the remark, “[ think, my lord, you have stocked that land 
yourself,” Still it.rests entirely with another man how a right to 
the game, may, be exercised, and the farmer lives socially and 
agviculturally under a complete despotism. This depostism, it is 
true, may be, and, often. is, tempered by civilities and personal 
courcsy on the part. of the Jandlord, which may soften or dis- 
guise the yoke, but. it is a despotism stii]. ‘the farmer still carries 
on. his business subject in a matter of vital importance to him— 
the question of profit or no profit—to the absolute and capricious 
control of, another man. . And that control may pass at any 
moment through any of the devolutions incident to property into 
the, hands, of another man, and perhaps another and anotter. 

True, the reservation of game is very common in England, as 
is also;its preservation ;, and the farming goes on and even iin- 
proves, notwithstanding the evils which may and usually do 
arise from. game preservation. But it is mainly due to anxiety 
about their game rights that English landowners are so averse to 
grant leases, while yearly tenancies and game have lowered, or per- 
haps prevented the mprovementof the cultivation of the land, anda 
dependent sort of upper-servant tone has been imparted to the 
tenanta,. Indeed, a, yearly tenant on a game-preserved estate is, 
in: practice, far.more, dependent. than. his jundlord’s butler or hunts- 
man ; forthe farmer, if dismissed,.as he may be, at six months’ 
notice, must suffer some loss. of capital and tie break up of his 
business, while the servants, packing up their trunks, may, get.as 
good or better places the nextday. ‘hese are amongst the cireum- 
stances which tend so much to keep men of the most active and in- 
dependent minds out of farming, and which prevent so widely the 
natural application of capital to agriculture. 

Of course farmers, actual farmers under the system of yearly 
holdings and game preservation, do not like to be told that the 
régime under which they live prevents good farming, Pos-ibly 
they are scarcely aware of the degree in which they are impeded. 
Perchance they. may not be. quite the style of farmers as the 
tenant who values independence and relies on bis own energy for 
success, and, having made a plein commercial. contract for his 
farm, seeks no fayours from steward or landlord. Doubtless there 
are farmers occupying the position of a dependent tenantry who 
hug their chains, or, at all events, may easily be induced to say 
they rejoice in their pori'icn, and may. be really thankful to the 

who rales over them for ruling them leniently. 

We have beep Jed to these remarks by a very curious letter—a 
sort of round robin—we have received from tenants of the Duke of 
Rutland's estate at Cheveley in Cambridgeshire, ia which they 
express “ indiguation” at what is called our “ attack upon his 
Grace for rightfully enjoying the sport of shooting on his own 
domaia.”

worked,, bunt; these, are now abandoned. ‘As tin in the home 
market. is\rapidly advancing in price, and is likely to be in still 
greater demand, the produce of these mines may soon attract 
greater attention.. Silver, copper, manganese, and agate have all 
been. discovered, in these provinces; and good coal, 'as before men- 
tioned, has been worked to a small extent near Mergui.” 

The fertile soil abounds in vegetable produce-and ‘in the finest 
fruits; among these are ‘‘ the delicious and deservedly -fathed man-

The custoas, religious ceremonies, and games‘ of’ the Burmese 
are well described, and are curious enough to be ‘worth describing. 
Their favourite sports are buffalo fights and boat races’: for the 
more certain verdict in the latter game they bave'a unique con- 
trivance :— , 

Opposite the wharf, nearly in mid channel, a canoe is anchored, whieh 
shows a large red flag, to mark the winning post: Across this vesgebis 
laid a hollow bamboo, extending a few feet on’ either side; through which 
a line is passed, fastened’ to small bunches of “palw leaves that protrude 
at euch end of the bamboo, and aretechnically called: “flowers.” Only 
two bats race together, and, as one Comes. up-om each side of the agchored 
boat, the winver'seizes the flower on his side, and.theother being attached 
tot, is instantiy drawn through the hollow of the bambao, , This neat little 
device prevents: many a dispute, as there,can beno question that he 
reaches the winning post, first who getsthe palms, The boats aie often 
so weil matched that it, would be. impossible otherwise to tell which won 
the race, and, even with the plan described, it is sometimes @ drawn game, 
namely, wnen the palms on both sides are seized at the same instant of 
time. This manner,of coming up on either side of the’ anchored ‘boat 
also prevents the racers running foul of one another, and'to cateh the 
flower requires correct steering and ‘a smart bow-man. | Perhaps.some sach 
plan might be edopted with advantage in oor pulling races in England.”

sole right and power over property is acknowledged, and only’ 
under rare aod peculiar circumstances can property left ber by 
parents or avcestors become her husband’s; shevean hold: real 
ptoperty in her own right, and even obtain legal possession of her 
husband’s if he forsake her. But on the other hand; the matri- 





monial tie is easily severed—either can demand a divorce for ill- 
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treatment, on nt of acertzin penalty in goods”; and Captain 
Briggs ho as th t this “has a pt acer Sa. to render them 
mutually forbearing.” This conclusion of our author’s may be 
to dispute, but he is entitled to form his own judgment from 
fact he records, that “serious quarrels between a couple are 
more rare here t in most communities”; and we leave the 
question to the consideration of those who aim at much sach a 
social reformation in Eng'and. 

We cannot leave this part of Captain Briggs’ subject without afew 
words on that most peculiar race, the Karens, among whom the 
labours of American missionaries have had a success.most unusual 
in countries professing the Buddhist religion. The Karens are a 
wandering people, living in separate tribes : their religion is of the 
simplest, consisting ina few offerings of frait or flowers to loeal 
deities. They have long been trampled on and despised by their 
conquerors, the Burman and Talien, and have kept up among 
themselves a tradition that from the West teachers would come 
who would bring them a pure religion, and raise them at length 
above their oppressors. The way was thus prepared for Christian 
teaching, and in Tenasserim and Pegu thirteen thousand converts 
have rewarded the labours of some twenty years : these, with their 
young families, cannot be estimated at the present day under 
seventy five-thousand ; and Captain Briggs bears testimony to the 
genuineness of their faith as shown in their daily life, and in the 
prosperity, comfort, and morality of the Christian aseontrasted with 
the heathen Karen villages. ‘‘As a magistrate of upwards of 
eight years’ experience on this coast, I can vouch for the great im- 
provément in morality among the Christian Karens, and can 
affirm that ten Christian villages give less work to a police officer 
than ‘one heathen Karen village.” ‘The patient and laborious 
efforts of such men as Judsou bave borne ample fruits in the land 
where they spent themselves so nobly in the cause of Christ, 

We have left ourselves no space to comment more fully on the 
other divis'ons of our author’s travels. Of these, the account of 
Palestine is the best ; it is spirited, and appears to be fa'thful and 
exact. The sail up the Nile, the inspection of ruins, the “ medi- 
tations among the tombs” of the Egyptian portion, are more ia 
the usaal tourist style. This part contains, however, some good 
touches of description, and some ‘“gruesome” gropings into 
recently-opened catacombs. The clesing- adventure, we confess, 
rather “gives us pause.” There is something incongruous be- 
tween the quiet, rational tone of the rest of the book and the 
flight from the Lazarett>, the chave by the Egyptian rabble, and 
the fiery engine drive with a “ fiend eharioteer” by which he 
fivally escapes, and winds up his two years’ holiday from official 
duties on the coast of Burmah. 


A Digest oF THE Vital Stapistics OF THE EUROPEAN AND 
NaTIVE ARMIES Is. INDIA; interspersed with Suggestions 
for the Eradication and Mitigation of the Preventible and 
Avoidable Causes of Sickness and Mortality amongst Imported 
and Indigenous Troops. By Josera Ewart, M.D., Bengal 
Medical Service. London: Smith, Elder, and Co. 1859. 

WE wust confine ourselves, in noticing Dr Ewart’s laborious and 

valuable work, to the reproduction of some of the more important 

conclusions which his statistics establish, and to a statement of the 
recommendations which, on the strength of those conclusions, he 
feels himself authorised in ing. The weighty political as well 
as philanthropic interests involved in the improvement of the 
sanitary condition ef our military forces in ludia, are too obvious 
and have been too freshly brought home to the public mind to 
require insisting on. We shall proceed, therefore, without any 
preface, to the facts Ur K wert has collected and arranged, in rela- 
siun to the Vital Statistics of the European and Native Armies. 

With regard to British troops, the returns show “an annual 
mortality of one-fourteenth of the total strength” in Bengal, one- 
eighteenth in Bombay, and only “ the five-and-twentieth part of 
the whole force ” in Madras (p.'20); while “amongst indigenous 
wroops ” “the order of mortality is reversed,’ the highest per 
centages to strength and to treated “cecurring ir Madras, the 
lowest in Bengal, Bombay occupying an intermediate position” 
(p. 37). The annual per centage of deaths to strength from all 
diseases among the different classes of European residents in India 
and the Sepoye is distributed by Dr Ewart as follows :—

2.11 Sepoye sarcseseveccesaree LD 
—an excess of mortality on the part of the first of these classes, 
which, if it isin some degree to be attributed to their more reckless 
habits of life, must be principally referred, as Dr Ewart points 
out, to the deficient sanitary regulations in force in regard to 
them. In Bengal and Madras, reduction both in sickness and 
mortality in the period from 1832 to 1851-2, as compared with 
that of 1812-1831, is noticeable. But the diminution of actual 
sickness in these Presidencies is com ively slight, while the 
decrement in the number of deaths is considerable. Again: In 
Bombay, “‘ whilst disease in general has been on the increase, the 
deaths to strengths have manifested a not incousiderable diminuu- 
tion”(p. 26). These circumstances point to the fact that the improve- 
ment in question is not due to measures of prevention, ‘but. to in- 
creased medical skill inthe actual treatment of diseases. ‘fe point out

PvSLISHED originally in “ Bentley's Miseellany,” and nogy col~ 
lected “at the suggestion of the many admirers of their gifted 
author.” These papers, which are preceded by a brief memoir of 
Dr Maginn, appear to us of scarcely sufficient general interest to 
deserve republication. Brilliant and striking magazine articles 
were at the time they appeared ; but they have not 
enough of systematic and substantial thought in them to make 
them of permanent value, and — criticism has so improved 
both in ability and style since Dr Maginn’s day, as to give them a 
much fower relative interest tham they once possessed. Still, 
tiey are readable.
